The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The compounds and composition of claims 1-9, 11 are neither anticipated nor rendered 
obvious by the art of record. Closest prior art is found in US 6,1 17,870 wherein structurally 
similar compounds for similar utility were disclosed. The prior art compounds differ from the 
instant claims in that the central piperidinyl ring lacks the 3-oxo moiety. No suggestion or 
motivation to modify the prior art unsubstituted N-acylated piperidine (col. 41, example 22) to 
the instant 3-oxo-N-phenyl piperidine. The examiner amendment obviated all 112 issues of the 
claims. Claims 1-9, 11 are allowed.
